• Former Grant County magistrate Brian 
Linder, R-Dry Ridge, is sworn in as the state 
representative for the 61st District House of 
Representatives. Sen. Damon Thayer, 
R-Georgetown, is also sworn in for another term 
and is named Senate Majority Floor Leader. 

• Flu bug hits Grant County as more than 
triple the numbers of cases hit the Northern 
Kentucky area than in 2012.

Vs. Cancer basketball games raise $2,652 for 
the Grant County Relay For Life. Williamstown 
Superintendent Sally Skinner creamed Grant 
County Superintendent Ron Livingood with a 
purple pie to close the event. 

• A Grant County Sheriff’s vehicle receives 
damage after Deputy Mike Wright uses the 
cruiser's bumper to stop a fleeing suspect. 


• Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills says he 
will not enforce any mandates, regulations or 
rules restricting firearms that he feels violates a 
citizen’s constitutional and Second Amendment 
rights. 

• Williamstown Police investigate counterfeit 
$10 and $20 bills that surface at convenience 
stores and gas stations. 

• Police charge two Dry Ridge men, James 
Cook and James Fretto, on drug charges. Cook, 
who was charged with manufacturing meth, was 
babysitting a 9-year-old child when police discov¬ 
ered an active meth lab in the home. 

• Williamstown resident Rick Willoby, a lieu¬ 
tenant with the Lexington Police Department, 
provides security during President Barack 
Obama’s inauguration. 

• Earl Hampton, minister of the Vineyard of 
Grant County, begins 200-mile walk from 
Prestonburg to Frankfort culminating with I Love 
Mountains Day to raise awareness for the destruc¬ 
tion caused by mountaintop removal for mining 
coal. 

• Gov. Steve Beshear appoints Wanda Crupper 
Hammons to fill the vacant magisterial seat on the 
Grant County Fiscal Court left after Brian Linder 
was elected state representative. Hammons lost to 
Linder in the state representative race.

While I don’t have a crystal ball 
to predict tomorrow, I can make a 
pledge that my staff and I will con¬ 
tinue to cover the events, both good 
and bad that shape Grant County, to 
the best of our ability. 

My hope and prayer for the new 
year is that Grant Countians will re¬ 
alize that none of us are not even 
guaranteed another breath or day in 
this world and that life is a precious 
gift, we just have to decide how we 
want to spend it.

Whenever any of my kids ask if 
they can accompany me to Gethse¬ 
mani, I’m like, “Are you kidding me?

But then I have to control my 
excitement for fear I’ll overwhelm 
them, keeping them there longer than 
they want, ruining Gethsemani for 
them. 

Driving to the Abbey that day, I 
thought about when I was just a kid, 
my older brother Mark 
practically would beg 
me to go quail hunting 
with him, for “just a 
couple of hours.” Half 
a day later, I would 
beg him to “pleeease” 
take me home. 

“I’ve got just one 
more place for us to 
try. You’ll love it,” he would say. 

Grumbling beneath my breath, I 
would follow. And on we would go, 
searching for the next covey of quail. 

“I was afraid this would happen,” I 
would repeat to myself. 

The birds certainly didn’t fear me; 
Mark often would giggle at my errant 
shots, and to this day, he loves to tell 
of it. 

“I didn’t want to kill those birds,” I 
would defend myself. 

“You didn’t have to worry about 
that; you never came close,” Mark 
would laugh. 

“Dad, I think we’ve gone far 
enough,” Mary says, in between 
gasps. I stop and let her catch me.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Winter settles in 
and a new year 
begins 

W hile the winter slowdown has not yet 
happened it does seem to be around 
the corner. Or is that just wish¬ 
ful thinking? At any rate winter is a time to re¬ 
group and plan for another year for the farm. We 
have some serious infrastructure planning to do 
thanks to a grant from Animal Welfare Approved 
which will allow us to add some fox proof fenc¬ 
ing for our free-ranging laying hens; and some 
improvements to our sheep pastures that will al¬ 
low for more organized rotational grazing and 
sorting. The AWA Good Husbandry Grant is not 
just financial support but a vote of confidence 
which really does propel us up to the next level 
as farmers. We can build our infrastructure as 
we also grow emotionally and intellectually with 
our farming practices. I know this may sound a 
little strange but farming is emotional because at 
any moment things can go terribly wrong. I am 
not suggesting that we have a fatalistic approach 
to raising animals, fruits and vegetables but for 
each species there lurks a threat. I have honed 
my skills on fruits and vegetables and now have 
“coping skills” when it comes to managing ani¬ 
mals for food, as well. 

Don’t worry, be happy 

We hedge our bets with fencing, livestock 
guardian dogs, movement, sunshine and rain, and 
vigilant observation. This applies to sheep and 
potatoes alike. Observation reveals a happy lamb 
or a diseased potato plant. If we see the happi¬ 
ness we know we are on track; anything to the 
contrary we need to act accordingly to address 
the situation. Yes, we have 
blown it on occasion and 
missed the signs of dis¬ 
tress but the lessons have 
never been lost on us. I 
try very hard not to make 
the same mistake twice. 

We had 26 lambs born 
this year, increasing our 
herd of Katahdins by near¬ 
ly 100 percent; over 300 
Freedom Ranger chickens 
made it from our pastures 
to local plates; and pints 
of fruit blueberries and 
figs and dozens of eggs 
went out to our Egg CSA 
members. 

Next year we take another step forward and 
grow the operation to meet both our desires to 
farm more and to address the growing demand 
for humanely raised food that relies on and con¬ 
tributes to our local economy. More eggs, more 
chicken, more lamb and we plan to try our hand 
at turkey for the first time. 

There are two things that I go back to as I try 
to maintain a meaningful existence. 

First is this idea that individual dependency 
on the whole reinforces accountability to one 
another. We have lost some of this accountabil¬ 
ity because of the anonymity of the services we 
use daily. My customers know where their fruit, 
eggs, lamb and chicken come from so you can be 
sure that accountability is easy to trace. The other 
thing that keeps me grounded is articulated best 
in a quote from Will Harris of White Oak Pas¬ 
tures, “the way you know you are successful is, 
do you still enjoy watching your animals.” I can 
say that this is usually the best thing I do on any 
given day. Watching animals actively engaged in 
what they instinctively like to do is pretty cool. 
Happy New Year!

Daylight after 
the fog lifts 

R ecently, a local church pastor stopped by the 
newsroom to talk about depression — his. 

. He had just come through a second bout of it 
and thought it was important to tell people that Christians 
and Christian pastors are not immune to it. It’s not a char¬ 
acter thing; it’s a chemical, brain thing, he said. 

He called his depression a “dark night of the soul.” It 
made him tired and unable to eat, doubtful of God’s love 
for him, although not God’s existence. 

He said he felt guilty getting up and preaching on 
Sundays, encouraging people when he felt discouraged. 
Things were dark, but he was never suicidal, he said. 
I told him that a few years back I had gone through 
something that might be depression, although for me 
it was never a dark pit of hopelessness, but more like a 
constant, dulling fog. I was sad, sort of, but I didn’t cry. 
Instead, I’d go to Wal-Mart a lot and push a cart around, 
thinking about buying pajamas because what I really 
wanted to do was go to bed. 

Maybe it wasn’t tme depression. Maybe it was de- 
pression-lite. Depressionish. Not enough to check myself 
into a hospital but enough to feel like I was in a fog and 
unable to see clearly, feeling out of sorts and out of touch. 

According to the World Health Organization, depres¬ 
sion is the second most common cause of disability after 
cardiovascular disease and is on-track to be number one 
within 10 years. As many as 25 percent of people in the 
U.S. will experience some form of depression during 
their lifetime. 

Mine lasted about a year. During that time I had a 
hard time getting to 
church. I’d get into my 
car and try to get to a 
particular intersection. 
If I made it that far 
without turning around 
I knew I could make it 
into the building, and if 
I made it into the build¬ 
ing, I knew I’d stay. 

However, more 
often I wouldn’t — 
couldn’t — make it to 
my regular spot down 
front. I’d sit some¬ 
where way in the back, 
praying to be invisible. 
A Christianity To¬ 
day report said depression is “in part a withdrawal by the 
weaiy into an inner world, an attempt to create a protec¬ 
tive cocoon against real-world demands.” 

That’s how I felt as I still went to work, still wrote my 
column every week, still told you all about God’s mercy 
and grace, still believing it was tme, just not quite feeling 
it through the fog. 

Years ago, we lived on the Monterey Bay in Califor¬ 
nia, where the summers are foggy and cold. Sometimes 
it would stay foggy all week. One time I had to drive 
through fog that was so dense I could barely see, which 
was quite scaiy. All I could do was stay behind the car in 
front of me with my eyes fixed on its taillights, praying 
all the way. After about 10 or so miles, the fog lifted — 
and I was never so happy to see daylight. 

During the Monterey summers, when the fog would 
finally bum off I would grab towels and sand toys and 
head to the beach with my girls. We’d wade through the 
tide pools looking for crabs, watch the sea otters on their 
backs in the water cracking open abalones on their bellies 
or watch people hand gliding over the bay. 

I rejoiced when the fog lifted. I loved the feel of hot 
sunshine on my face and bare arms. After days on end 
of grayness you forget how good it is to be warmed by 
the sun. You forget that there could be anything different, 
anything better. 

However, I never completely forgot, and neither did 
the pastor who came to see me. That’s because God 
never leaves his children without hope, never leaves his 
children alone, even when it feels like it. 

In the deepest darkness, in the thickest fog, even in 
depression-lite, God is still there, still able to save, still 
holding out hope, still loving his own.
